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REMARKS 

The Official Action dated May 4, 2005 has been received and its contents carefully 
noted. In view thereof, the specification and claims have been amended in order to better 
define that which Applicants regard as the invention. As previously, claims 1-5 are presently 
pending in the instant application. 

Initially, Applicants wish to acknowledge the Examiner's indication that claims 1-5 
are in condition for allowance and prosecution on the merits in the present application is 
closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte Quayle. 

As requested by the Examiner, the specification has been reviewed and amended in 
order to remove the word "said" fi-om the specification. Further, the specification has been 
reviewed and amended accordingly. 

With respect to Applicants' claimed invention, as can be seen fi-om the foregoing 
amendments, independent claims 1 and 5 have been amended in order to more clearly define 
that which Applicants' regard as the invention, such amendments being carried out merely to 
clarify that previously set forth as suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, it is respectfiiUy 
submitted that Applicants' claimed invention as set forth in each of independent claims 1 and 
5 as well as dependent claims 2-4 is in proper condition for allowance. 

Therefore, in view of the foregoing it is respectfixUy requested that the foregoing 
amendments be entered and fiiUy considered by the Examiner, that claims 1-5 be allowed and 
that the application be passed to issue.
